They will continue to menace 
the safety of all motorists and pe­ 
destrians, he declared, until all 
states deny licenses to “moronic 
or mentally ill” drivers. Tests for 
driving licenses should be suffic­ 
iently rigid to reveal a person’s 
unfitness to 
operate 
a 
vehicle 
safely, he added, and re-exam i­ 
nation of all drivers periodically 
would disclose those who subse­ 
quently become unfit, rather than 
allow accidents to reveal the pres­ 
ence of dangerous motorists on the 
highways. 
In less than a dozen states a to­ 
tal of 7,050 drivers lost their li­ 
censes because of dangerous char­ 
acteristics for operating a motor 
vehicle—unsound mind, mental or 
physical 
deficiencies, 
habitual 
drunkenness. 
In 
three of these 
states the number barred from 
the roads for one or more of these 
reasons exceeded 
1,000. 
In one 
state the total was 2.521. As few 
as eight or 11 drivers lost licen­ 
ses for these causes in two of the 
states. 
These facts only begin to in­ 
dicate the extent of the dangerous 
driver menace on the highways 
and how lax some states are in re­ 
voking or suspending driving li­ 
censes of mentally and physically 
incompetent persons who some­ 
how managed to obtain them, ac­ 
cording to Mr. 
Blaisdell. 
Most 
states do not list revocations or 
suspensions of driving licenses of 
such obviously dangerous drivers 
he pointed out. The problem is not 
only widespread but it is growing 
with the increase of mental illness 
in the nation. This means that 
every year more serious psychia­ 
tric cases will be permitted to op­ 
erate motor vehicles and endanger 
lives on the highways unless all 
states take prompt action to bar 
mentally ill motorists from the 
roads. 
Another phase of the unfit dri­ 
ver problem is the “repeater”—the 
motorist who keeps on violating 
driving laws until the state li­ 
censing authority catches up with 
him and suspends or takes awaj 
his license. Mr. Blaisdell said his 
study has revealed that more than

The dime, littlest coin of the 
realm, has played a big role in 
the developm ent of America. 
It was for the dim e 
or “disme** 
as wre spelled it then- that T hom ­ 
as Jefferson fought in 
1784. It 
symbolized the decim al system 
for American money, a system 
which had vocal opposition among 
some earlv A m erican leaders. 
Were it not for Mr. Jefferson, 
who thought it simpler to count 
by tens, we probably never would 
have know u the dime. A group 
led bv banker Robert Morris felt 
strongly along the lines of adopt­ 
ing an existing foreign currency 
s y s te m —so m eth in g , 
say, 
like 
francs or shillings— with which 
colonists were already familiar. 
But Mr. Jefferson, a forceful 
m a n , ’held his ground, and the 
dism e came into being. The word 
“dism e” was derived from the 
French dixm e, m eaning tenth. 
A few' w ere m inted in 1792 w hen 
the first m int went into operation 
in Philadelphia, but it w as 1796 
before our solvent forbears were 
jingling m int-m ade dim es in their 
pockets in any num ber. 
Earlier, 
“dismes” 
and 
“half- 
dismes” were made from hand- 
cut dies when the need for small 
change arose among the founding 
fathers. Word has it that a por­ 
tion of Martha Washington’s sil­ 
verware 
was 
melted 
down 
to 
make the first “half-dismes.” 
O ther than the early hand-cut 
efforts, dimes have not changed 
m uch in style over the years, a c ­ 
cording 
to 
num ism atists, 
and 
therefbre held little challenge for 
th e coin collecting set. 
Most changes in the eight types 
of dimes have concerned Winged 
Liberty. Some engravings have 
her arm draped, others expose a 
discreet bit of elbow. She has 
faced both ways during her his­ 
tory on the 10-eent piece. But, 
on the whole, dunes have been 
fairly consistent and in good sup­ 
ply. 
The March of Dimes, as such, 
cam e into being in 1938 w hen the 
n ation’s 
people rose 
to

an 
epidemic 
disease— 
holding forth Ihe dune as their 
symbol of might. T he name, first 
suggested by Eddie Cantor, made 
the dim e synonym ous w ith the 
fight against polio. 
Sym bolism on the W inged L ib­ 
erty dim e is significant to the 
fight being waged by th e March 
of Dimes, as well as to a free 
nation. The olive branch signifies 
strength through unity; the battle 
ax 
symbolizes preparedness

defend; and the torch on

Roosevelt dim e is th e torch of 
freedom.

Some one billion Roose­ 
velt dimes have been minted since 
then. 
Before dropping dim es into the 
nearest M arch of Dimes coin con­ 
tainer it m ay bo well to glance 
quickly at the date. T h ere was a 
bearish m ark et in dim es back in 
1894 and only 24 w ere issued. 
Such a d im e would be m arked 
1894-S and should bring about 
$2,500 from your nearest num is­ 
matist. 
There is also a shortage of 1844 
dimes -but no one seem s to know 
why. The m int issued 72,500 th at 
year, but they seem to have v an ­ 
ished. 
Vanished, too, are the dimes of 
the National Foundation for In ­ 
fantile Paralysis w'hich w ere col­ 
lected in the 1953 M arch of Dimes. 
These have been used to provide

called “ladies.” A man who got 
drunk was “in an inebrited con­ 
dition.”

“expecto­ 
rate.” People even stopped dying 
and 
being 
buried. They passed 
away and were laid to rest. 
Our American humorist Mark 
Twain, when he came east from 
the Mississippi and 
the 
mining 
camps in the West to m arry a 
proper girl from Elmira, had his 
troubles with this genteel respect­ 
ability. He liked to use words 
like “stench” and “sweat,” 
but 
his wife thought they were not 
quite nice and woulld blue-pencil 
them 
when she went over his 
manuscripts. He adored his wife 
and would usually submit to the 
censorship— but not without com­ 
plaining that she 
was 
steadily 
weakening the English language.

Back of this type of concern is 
the Missouri death

A state genuinely aroused to 
the worth of human life w ouldn’t 
stop with speed limits. It would 
push the building of modern, di­ 
vided highways that give the peo 


pie who value their lives a much 
better chance to save them. It 
would wage constant enforcement 
on other dangerous violations par­ 
ticularly the insane crossing of 
yellow lines lo pass. A great deal 
more can be done under prseent 
laws. 
W hatever else is done, there is 
no escaping the fact that neither 
the human nor steel mechanisms 
are equal to the 
exactions 
of 
eighty miles an hour. One little 
faliure in the car or tires, one lit­ 
tle human miscalculation and the 
consequences are in the hands of 
fate. 
Modern turnpikes are built with 
every known device for safe d ri­ 
ving at high speeds and yet their 
death tolls are forcing speed lim­ 
its. Many of Missouri’s highways 
were built for the 35-mile cruising 
speeds of the 1920s and none has 
been built for the inviting power 
of the 1953 cars. 
There is no substitute for a sane 
speed limit and vigorous, unrelen­ 
ting enforcement by the highway 
patrol.—Kansas City Times.

‘. . . hold your breath, and if 
this fails, then gargle with a little 
water, and if the hiccup continues, 
tickle your nose with something 
and sneeze . . . ” 
More than 2,000 years ago, the 
philosopher Flato described this 
‘‘sure cure” for hiccup. It is still 
being used, and so are a host of 
others ranging from sudden fright 
to sticking the head in a paper 
bag. 
Everyone 
has 
his 
favorite 


remedy and almost any of them 
can claim to be successful, because 
usually hiccup yields to simple 
remedies or none at all. 
Hiccup is a sudden involuntary 
drawing-in of breath 
due to a 
spasm of the 
diaphragm. 
The 
‘‘hies” come several times a min­ 
ute and may be a* rapid as two 
a second. They are the result of 
some irritation of the nerve path­ 
ways and may be caused by a 
disease or toxic condition, oven- 
eating or drinking, or m erely a 
fit of laughter. There have even 
been epidemics of hiccup which 
have 
been 
varioussly 
explained 
as muss hysteria or the result of 
a virus infection. 
W hen a patient suffering from 
disease develops hiccup, the con­ 
dition can present serious prob­ 
lems, However, most of us are 
concerned only with the sudden 
embarrassing attack of ‘‘hies” for 
which we get anything but- sym ­ 
pathy from our neighbors. If the 
attack doesn’t end quickly under 
Plato’s treatment, you might try 
light pressure on the eyeballs or 
the lower part of the throat, or 
hold a paper bag over your mouth 
and breathe in and out a few 
times. 


If none of these remedies work, 
your doctor has a number of meas­ 
ures, one of which w ill probably 
turn the 
trick. 
Anti-spasmodic 
drugs and carbon dioxide inhal­ 
ation 
are sometimes prescribed. 
If 
refractory 
cases, 
especially 
when the spasms are preventing 
other necessary 
treatment of a 
sick person, phrenic nerve block 
or crush may be necessary. 
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Fortunately most eases of hic­ 
cup stop of themselves in a short 
fime, no matter what remedy is 
tried.

F YOU haven’t tried making 
color transparencies, you really 
should. Otherwise, you’re going to 
find yourself way behind the times 
in your picture taking. Because 
that’s the kind of snapshooting 
th at’s growing in popularity by 
leaps and bounds. And their pop­ 
ularity is well deserved. 
They are such wonderfully satis­ 
factory pictures. Seeing a favorite 
person, a fam iliar scene appear in 
full color on your screen is really 
thrilling. 
Because color transparencies are 
so beautiful, many people have 
the idea that they are difficult to 
make and very expensive. These 
people are so very wrong on both 
scores. 
There was a tim e when the m in­ 
iature cam eras with which color 
transparencies are made were ex ­ 
pensive— but not any more. You 
can get a good one in ihe $30-S35 
price range -and that certainly 
isn’t 
a 
high price for a good 
cam era. At first thought you may 
think the film is expensive, but re ­ 
member, the price includes proc­ 
essing, and you receive the slides 
all ready to view. Actually, when 
you use 36-exposure film, your 
slides w ill be costing you only 15 
cents apiece. 


If the idea of having to take 36 
pictures before you can see them 
doesn’t fit into your way of think­ 
ing, you can get a 20-exposure 
roll for the 35mm cameras. And, 
if you’re the kind of snapshooter 
who likes to take a whole roll of 
pictures in an afternoon so you 
can mail it for processing right 
away, you’ll be interested in the 
miniature cam eras which use 828 
film. In this size you get 8 color 
transparencies per roll. 
An important thing to rem em ­ 
ber in making color shots is that 
for best results you need to be 
more accurate in your exposure 
than you do for black-and-w hite. 
But you won’t find determining 
the exposure a problem, because 
there are so many things to help 
you do it. 
Some of the inexpensive m inia­ 
tures have the basic exposures 
marked right on the cam era in 
red. The charts that are packed 
with your film tell you which ex ­ 
posures to use for various types of 
weather. And. if you want always 
to have exposure data at your 
fingertips, you can buy a 25-cent 
pocket-size guide. These are in­ 
genious little cardboard gadgets 
that enable you to dial the correct 
exposure.

The dime, littlest coin of the 
realm, has played a big role in 
the developm ent of America. 
It was for the dim e—or “dism e” 
as we spelled it then—th a t T hom ­ 
as Jefferson fought in 1784. It 
sym bolized the decim al system 
for American money, a system 
w hich had vocal opposition among 
som e early American leaders. 
W ere it not for Mr. Jefferson, 
w ho thought it sim pler to count 
by tens, w e probably never would 
have known the dim e. A group 
led by banker Robert Morris felt 
strongly along the lines of adopt­ 
ing an existing foreign currency 
sy ste m — so m e th in g , 
say, 
lik e 
francs or shillings—with which 
colonists were already familiar. 
But Mr. Jefferson, a forceful 
m a n ,‘held his ground, and the 
dism e came into being. The word 
“dism e” was derived from the 
French dixme. m eaning tenth. 
A few were minted in 17!)2 when 
the first m int w ent into operation 
in Philadelphia, but it w as 1796 
before our solvent forbears were 
jingling m int-m ade dim es in their 
pockets in any number. 
Earlier, 
“dismes" 
and 
“half- 
dism es” were made from hand 
cut dies when the need for small 
change arose among the founding 
fathers. Word has it that a por­ 
tion of Martha W ashington’s sil­ 
verw are 
was 
m elted 
down 
to 
m ake the first “h alf-dismes." 
Other than the early hand-cut 
efforts, dim es have not changed 
m uch rn style over the years, ac­ 
cording 
to 
num ism atists, 
and 
therefore held little challenge for 
the coin collecting set. 
Most changes in the eight types 
of dim es have concerned Winged 
Liberty. Som e engravings have 
her arm draped, others expose a 
discreet bit of elbow . She has 
faced both w ays during her his­ 
tory on the 10-eent piece. But, 
on the whole, dim es have been 
fairly consistent and in good sup­ 
ply* 
T he March of Dim es, as such, 
cam e into being in 1938 when the 
nation’s 
people 
rose to 
march 
against 
an 
epidem ic 
disease- 
holding forth the dim e as their 
sym bol of might. The name, first 
suggested by Eddie Cantor, made 
the dim e synonym ous with the 
fight against polio. 
Sym bolism on the W inged Lib­ 
erty dim e is significant to the 
fight being waged by the March 
of Dim es, as well as to a free 
nation. The olive branch signifies 
strength through unity: the battle 
ax 
sym bolizes preparedness 
to 
defend; and the 
torch on 
the 
R oosevelt dune is the torch of 
freedom .

Som e one billion Roose­ 
velt dim es have been m inted sines 
then. 
Before dropping dim es into the 
nearest March of Dim es coin con­ 
tainer it m ay be w ell to glance 
quickly at the date. There was a 
bearish market in dim es back in 
1894 and only 24 w ere issued. 
Such a dim e would be marked 
1894 S and should bring about 
$2,500 from your nearest num is­ 
matist. 
There is also a shortage of 1844 
dim es—but no one seem s to know 
why. The mint issued 72,500 that 
year, but they seem to have van­ 
ished. 
Vanished, too, are the dim es of 
the National Foundation for In­ 
fantile Paralysis which w ere col­ 
lected in the 1953 March of Dim es.

Back of this type of concern is 
the Missouri death

tha 
runs above a thousand a year. In 
recent weeks the Kansas City area 
has been shocked by a series of 
gruesome accidents that have ta­ 
ken several lives at a time. Tile 
crashes on highway 66 are notor­ 
ious. A former commanding gen­ 
eral at Ft.

A state genuinely aroused to 
the worth of human life wouldn't 
stop with speed limits. It would 
push the building of modern, di­ 
vided highways that give the peo­ 


ple who value their lives a much 
better chance to save them. It 
would wage constant enforcement 
on other dangerous violations par­ 
ticularly the insane crossing of 
yellow lines to pass. A great deal 
more can be done under prseent 
laws. 
W hatever else is done, there is 
no escaping the fact that neither 
the human nor steel mechanisms 
are equal to the 
exactions 
of 
eighty miles an hour. One little 
laliure in the car or tires, one lit­ 
tle human miscalculation and the 
consequences are in the hands of 
fate. 
Modern turnpikes are built with 
every known device for safe dri­ 
ving at high speeds and yet their 
death tolls are forcing speed lim­ 
its. Many of Missouri’s highways 
were built for the 35-mile cruising 
speeds of the 1920s and none has 
been built for the inviting power 
of the 1953 cars. 
There is no substitute for a sane 
speed limit and vigorous, unrelen­ 
ting enforcement by the highway 
patrol.—Kansas City Times.

Hiccup 
**. . . hold your breath, and if 
this fails, then gargle with a little 
water, and if the hiccup continues, 
tickle your nose with something 
and sneeze . . . ” 
More than 2,000 years ago, the 
philosopher Plato described this 
“sure cure” for hiccup. It is still 
being used, and so are a host of 
others ranging from sudden fright 
to sticking the head in a paper 
bag. 
Everyone has 
his 
favorite 


remedy and almost any of them 
can claim to be successful, because 
usually hiccup yields to simple 
remedies or none at all. 
Hiccup is a sudden involuntary 
drawing-in of breath due to a 
spasm of the 
diaphragm. 
The 
“hies” come several times a m in­ 
ute and may be a# rapid as two 
a second. They are the result of 
some irritation fit the nerve path­ 
ways and may be caused by a 
disease or toxic condition, over­ 
eating or drinking, or m erely a 
fit of laughter. There have even 
been epidemics of hiccup which 
have 
been 
varioussly 
explained 
as mass hysteria or the result of 
a virus infection. 
When a patient suffering from 
disease develops hiccup, the con­ 
dition can present serious prob­ 
lems, However, most of us are 
concerned only with the sudden 
em barrassing attack of “hies” for 
which we get anything but* sym ­ 
pathy from our neighbors. If the 
attack doesn’t end quickly under 
Plato’s treatm ent, you might try 
light pressure on the eyeballs or 
the lower part of the throat, or 
hold a paper bag over your mouth 
and breathe in and out a few 
times. 
If none of these remedies work, 
your doctor has a number of m eas­ 
ures, one of which will probably 
turn the 
trick. 
Anti-spasm odic 
drugs and carbon dioxide inhal­ 
ation 
are 
sometimes prescribed. 
If 
refractory 
cases, 
especially 
when the spasms are preventing 
other necessary treatm ent of a 
sick person, phrenic nerve block 
or crush may be necessary. 
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Fortunately most cases of hic­ 
cup stop of themselves in a short 
fime, no m atter what remedy is 
tried.

If the recent slump in farm 
prices has caused you to consider 
cutting down on fertilizer use this 
year, you might like to consider 
these figures published

University of Missouri, says S tar­ 
ling Guinn, Ass’t. Co. Agent. 
When corn, wheat, soybeans and 
hay prices were high, applying 
ireuiizer at the rate called for by 
soil tests 
increased 
returns 
as 


much as $127 per acre. In con­ 
trast, the low rate of fertilizer 
use gave an 
increase 
of 
only 
$26 Vi 
per acre. 
Full 
soil 
treatm ents 
during 
times when the prices of the four 
■ rops were near 
the long-time 
average gave a net gain of $54, >» 
acre On the other haiyl, the 
low rate of soil treatm ent resulted 
in a loss of $8 per acre. 
When prices of the four com­ 
modities were below the 
long­ 
time average, the low' rate of fer­ 
tilizer use resulted in a loss of 
$33 per acre compared to a gain 
of $2Vfe per acre from high fer­ 
tilizer use. 
So maybe you should think this 
over before you decide not to buy 
that extra fertilizer. It could mean 
the difference between a profit 
or a loss. 
GIVE SUGGESTIONS 
ON BI YING CHIC KS 
Whether to buy purebred, cross­ 
bred of hybrid chicks is a pro- 
lem facing most poultrymcn d u r­ 
ing the chick buying season, says 


Starling Guinn, Assistant County 
Agent. 
The final choice rests with the 
buyer. However, some strains of 
purebreds 
are 
better 
producers 
than other strains of the same 
breed. And no m atter what breed 
you are buying you should check 
with your hatchery man to see if 
you’re getting the best strain a- 
vailable. Good hatcheries will have 
records indicating the perform ­ 
ance of different «♦*• : 
The poultry specialists explain 
that crossbred and hybrid cnicks 
will be superior in egg production 
over purebreds only if the best 
strains were selected to make the 
cross or hybridizing. Limited ex­ 
perimental work shows about four 
percent 
higher 
production 
in 
crossbred and some further a d ­ 
vantages in hybrid ''lirV-c nvnr 
purebred strains used in the cross 
combination. Offsetting this a d ­ 
vantage in production is the slight­ 
ly higher adult mortality in cer­ 
tain 
cross combinations, 
and 
a 
tendency for more broodiness in 
some hybrids. Thus, the best pure­ 


breds, crossbred and hybrid co m -1 
binations appear about equal. 
The best way of being sure of 
getting quality chicks is to p u r­ 
chase them from hatcherym en of 
reputa ion who can furnish you a 
record of performance and disease 
control.
